Summary of reasons for decision: 

The DVD contains a supernatural teen horror and five trailers. The strongest content on the 
DVD is the trailer for the feature "American Muscle". The sex and violence in that trailer is of 
particularly high impact, and would be very disturbing for children and young persons who lack 
the experience, maturity and comprehension skills to understand them in the context of an 
extreme film reminiscent of exploitation cinema. 

Without the "American Muscle" trailer the feature would be suitable for a wider audience of 
teenagers and adults, and restriction to persons who have attained the age of 13 years would be 
sufficient to limit the likelihood of injury to the public good arising from the horror and violence 
in the feature. With the trailer included, the DVD is classified as objectionable except if its 
availability is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 18 years. A restriction to adults is 
a considerable limitation on the right to freedom of expression contained in the New Zealand Bill 
of Rights Act 1990, but the trailer is of sufficient impact to justify that. The Classification Office 
has been advised that the distributor is unable to make excisions in order for the film to receive a 
lower classification. The descriptive note given to the DVD reflects the strongest content of the 
feature only.
